The educational rally was con* 
tinued 
yesterday with increased 
enthusiasm . 
The morning session 
opened at l l o'clock with devo­ 
tional exercises. 
The choir sang 
“ Sim ply Trusting," 
and 
prayer 
was offered by Rev. 8. L. Morris. 
Dr. Butler introduced the first 
speaker in the person of Rev. H . 
C. Sm ith, pastor of the First Bap­ 
tist church of Navasota, who de­ 
livered the address upon the la y ­ 
ing of the corner stone of the new* 
First Baptist church in this city. 
Dr. 
Butler, 
in 
introducing 
the 
speaker, stated that he was greatly 
gratified with the results of the 
rally and especially with the hearty 
and active sym pathy and help of 
the visiting brethren and of scores 
he met on his recent visit to La 
Porte. 
He m entioned particularly 
the encouragem ent received from 
Dr. Truitt and Dr. Gambrell of 
Dallas, and Dr. W ilson, president 
of Baylor Fem ale College at Bel­ 
ton. The latter expresses the hope 
that Bryan m ay lie able to build 
up as good a school as is m ain­ 
tained at Belton. 
Rey. Sm ith read from the second 
chapter of Daniel the story of the 
dream of Nebuchadnezzer, and of­ 
fered prayer as a preface to his 
address. 
H e announced his sub­ 
ject as “ Wisdom and Power," and 
his discourse dealt with the rela­ 
tion 
between 
the two and 
the 
meaning of each taken separately. 
The speaker em phasized the bar­ 
renness of education without God 
iu it, and enlarged upon the great 
opportunity offered to Bryan to 
secure this great institution 
for 
Christian education. 
Rev. M. T. Andrews of Marlin, a 
boyhood friend of Dr. Butler, was 
the next speaker. 
Rev. Andrews 
j is an earnest and consecrated man, 
la profound thinker and im pressive 
speaker. 
H is remarks were pred­ 
icated upon the subject, “ Looking 
Ahead,” and 
he m ade a strong 
plea for Christian education as a 
remedy for m any of the evils of 
our day, m entioning particularly 
divorce and race suicide. 
H e also 
dwelt upon the great opportunity 
afforded by such an enterprise to 
those 
who have 
the means for 
doiDg a grand work in building 
up the church at hom e and send­ 
ing educated consecrated m ission­ 
aries to foreign fields. 
At the conclusion of Rev. A n­ 
drew s’ remarks, 
Dr. Butler an­ 
nounced that he desired to have 
Dr. 
Riley 
m ake 
an 
im portant 
statem ent before the m eeting, and 
Dr. R iley took the floor. H e stated 
that speaking on the project in 
hand had been going on for two 
days and every phase of the sub­ 
ject had been discussed in kaleido­ 
scopic succession, and that it was 
now tim e to do som ething. 
The 
whole m atter, he declared, hinges 
upon whether or not Bryan wants 
the school. 
“If you don’t want it 
and are not going to build it," said 
he, “ the matter w ill be taken up 
at 
H ouston, 
where 
it has been 
talked of previous to this m ove­ 
m ent, and where the subject of lo­ 
cation in that city has been under 
consideration. 
I am not here to 
banter or to challenge, and think 
Bryan is the best place for it, but 
we m ust have this kind of a school 


in t^iis part of the state and we*are j 
goif g to have it, We are deferring 
action 
for a reasonable tim e in 
favor of Bryan, as the place of in ­ 
com parable advantages, and the! 
point is what will Bryan do? You 
people know what you can do, and j 
it is time lo do it. The matter has j 
already been deferred too long.” 1 
Dr. R ley’s remarks clearly in d i-i 
(•ated 
that the 
Houston 
people 
m eant business, and that they will 
proceed actively in the matter at 
j an early date unless Bryan gets 
| busy. 
Dr. Butler expressed apprecia­ 
tion of Dr. R iley’s remarks and 
said that while he confidently be­ 
lieved Bryan w ill meet the require- i 
m ents, aud that he will give $1000 
towards it, if Bryan fails he w ill 
throw his help and influence unre­ 
servedly in the scale in favor of 
* 
Houston. 
The m eeting closed with prayer 
by Rev. M. T. Andrews. 
In this connection The Eagle is 
gratified to he able to state that 
$5600 of the $10,000 required has 
already been subscribed, and there 
are more people to see yet than 
have been seen by the com m ittee, j 
If the rest come up like those who I 
have been interviewed the amount 
is easily within reach, and th e (

Another enthusiastic m eeting w a s1 
held at 4 o’clock with Dr. Butler 
presiding. 
Rev. 
E. 
Ammons of 
Houston opened the m eeting with j 
scripture reading and exhortation,] 
and Dr. J. M. Carroll of Waco led i 
in prayer. Dr. Butler called upon 
a number of persons present for ! 
expressions regarding the m ove­ 
ment and response was made by 
Mrs. M. W . Sim s, Dr. R. H . W il­ 
son of K urten, Prof. J. H . A llen, 
Rev. J. L. Crane, Dr. I. F. Betts, 
A. W. Buchanan and Rev. J. M. 
Bullock. 
Each speaker’s remarks 
were earnest and enthusiastic, and 
it was felt that Mrs. Sims struck 
the key note in the advocacy of a 
girls’ school when she said: “ W hen 
we educate a coy we educate an 
individual; when we educate a girl 
we educate a fam ily." 
Dr. B etts’ remarks were of spec­ 
ial interest by reason of his refer­ 
ence to the Chappel H ill Fem ale 
College. 
He said that he wished 
God speed for the m ovem ent in 
hand from the bottom of his heart 
and that the argum ents in favor of 
the school are unanswerable. 
It 
w ill help Bryan from every stand­ 
point. 
C ontinuing 
he said: 
“I 
saw last year that Bryan was an 
ideal location, hence we made an 
effort to have the Chappel H ill 
College m oved to Bryan. 
We met 
with such positive opposition that 
we abandoned that idea, but have 
not given up the idea of establish­ 
ing a M ethodist college for girls 
here. 
Our plans are taking shape. 
The subject w ill be presented next 
week to 
the H u ntsville District 
Conference, and we hope to be 
able to m ake a definite proposition 
to the Texas Conference at P itts­ 
burg in 
November. 
The 
two 
schools w ill not conflict, but w ill 
help each other. 
You have one of 
the finest schools in the state in 
the Allen Academy. 
Let the am ­ 
bition of Bryan be that of becom­ 
ing a great educational center— 
the A thens of Texas.

you in your work.”
